No. 187 -lTC(PN)/ 72 .—Attention Is Invited to the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters contained in the Import Trade Control Policy Boojc (Red Book) Vol. II 
tor the period April, 1972-March, 1973, issued under the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
Public Notice No. 47-lTC(PN)/72 dated 3-4-1072. 

2. In terms of para 13 of Part E, Section I of the above referred Policy Book, 
the exporters are required to obtain bank certificates In respect of their exports 
made and produce the same with their applications for Import replenishment 
licences. It has been decided that, In the case of exports to Bangladesh against 
the Limited Payments Arrangement under the Minis'ry of Foreign Trade Public 
Notice No, 57-ITC(PN)/72 dated the 20th April. 1972, as amended, which exports 
Qualify for Import replenishment licences in accordance with the normal policy for 
Regls’^ered Exporters, the bank certificates should be endorsed by the exporters as 
under; — 

"Exports against Limited Payments Arrangement with Bangladesh." 

The banks while certifying the particulars in the bank certificates will also verify 
the correctness of ihls endorsement 
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3. The above mentioned endorsement has been prescribed In order to dlsEngulsh 

exports to Bangladesh against the Limited Payments Arrangement which qualify 
for normal Import replenishment Ecences from the exports to that country under 
the Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notice No. 10'ETC(PN)/72 dated 20ih May, 
1972 which do not qualify for import replenishment licences. In order to identify 
the exports to Bangladesh made under Public Notice No. lO-ETC(PN)/72 dated the 
20th May, 1972, the shipping bills in respect of such exports are Wng endorsed as 
under:— ~ 

“Exports against Non-convertible Rupee Account maintained iw the Bank of 
Bangladesh with the Reserve Bank of India, Calcutta (REP benefits not 
admissible under labile Notice No. 10-ETC(PN)/72 dated 20th May, 
1972)’’. 

4. Exports to Bangladesh in free foreign exchange qualify In the normal course 
for the benefits admissible under the Import policy for Registered Exporters. In 
the case of such exports, the procedure for submission of documents and applica¬ 
tions for import replenishment licences Is the same as applicable in respect of 
exports to other countries and quaUfylng for the benefits available under teh 
Import policy for Registered Exporters.
